A portion of the School Registers have not yet been 
returned to the Committee, hence the Report is unavoid- 
ably imperfect. 

Nearly all the schools have been profitably conducted. 
With few exceptions, good order has been maintained. 
In general the scholars have been studious and faithful. 
Idlers, however, in one or two schools, have annoyed their 
teachers, but in the main, the school money in New- 
London has been wisely expended. 

Very many pupils, whose names do not appear in this 
Report, are entitled to special commendation. Only the

The Summer term in No. 1 was efficiently managed by 
Miss Abby M. Todd. Whole number of scholars, 17 ; 
average attendance, 14; instances of tardiness, 14; pupils 
in reading and. spelling, 17; in Penmanship, 4; Arith- 
metic, 13; Algebra, 3; Crane D5 Gaomeneas Com- 
position, 5. | 

In the Winter term of eleven weeks, Mr. W. J. Oink 
by labored faithfully, and accomplished a good work for 
the school. Order excellent. Examinations of classes 
well sustained. 

In No. 2, the Summer term of twelve weeks was well 
conducted by Miss G. Sargent. Classes were examined 
by the Committee in Reading, Spelling, Geography to 
page 75, in Primary Arithmetic, in the higher depart- 
ments of Arithmetic, and in Grammar. In each class 
proficiency was visible. 

The Register of the Winter term, taught by the Misses 
Barron, has not been received. But, without doubt, every 
parent will admit that their school was as good at least as 
the school-house. 


The Summer school in No. 3, taught by Miss L. Mc- 
Cutchins, consisted of twenty-two classes, and seven pupils 
in the alphabet.
